PROPOSED TO FORM 
CANADIAN 
WHEAT INSTITUTE 


Proposals for forming the Cana- 
dian Wheat Institute as a national 
body to conduct jwork in the inter 
ests of Canadian wheat were en- 
dorsed by the annual convention of 
the Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
which met in Winnipeg on September 
11th, 12, and 13th. This followed an 
address by Mr. R. S Law, president 
of the United Grain Growers Ltd, in 
the course of which he dealt with the 
need for putting a new force behind 
the sale of Canadian whleat and 
showed how through the proposed 
Institute, advertising, commercial re- 
search, scientific research and other 
efforts might be brought to bear 


towards the enlargement of outlets 
for Canadian wheat. 
Mr. Law spoke on the subject 


“Wheat from the National Stand- 
point” and much of his address was 
devoted to emphasizing the national 
importance of the wheat industry. of. 
Canada. In emphasizing that fact 
Mr. Law «aid: “It should be re- 
alided that growing wheat for ex- 
port has been part of the basic policy 
of Canada for a third of a century. 
Upon it is founded the immigration 
policy of this country and the whole 
project of opening up western Can- 
ada upon it was predicted a large 
part of the country’s railway con- 
struction and the building of canals 
and harbors. That western Canada 
should be opened up, that people 
from other parts of the country and 
from other countries should be invit- 
ed to come in, that financial institu- 
tions should pour their resources 
into the prairies and that factories 
should be built to supply the needs of 
farmers who were to grow wheat— 
all that was part of the national de- 
termination of the country since the 
beginning of the century.” In con- 
cluding his address Mr. Law said: 
“The welfare of the western farmers 
the welfare of Western Canada, 
and to a large extent the welfare of 
Dominion of Canada must continue 
to depend upon our ability to main- 
tain large outlets for the wheat grown 
in the west, and that in turn may 
well depend upon our ability to keep 
a national understanding and main- 


tain a national outlook on our wheat 
problem.” 


The resolution which was subsquent- 
ly passed by the convention of the 
Chamber of Commerce read as fol- 
lws: “Realizing the importance of

prosperity of Canada, the chamber 
has been gratified to learn that those 
diréctly interested in the production 
and marketing of Canadian wheat
